
Halls row could result in big 
loss in car parking revenue 


A ROW over the operation of the public toilets 
at the Woodmead Halls could end up costing 
Lyme Regis Town Council hunderds of pounds 
in lost revenue if a solution is not found before 
Easter. 

As exclusively reported in the View from Lyme Regis 
two weeks ago, the town council and Woodmead Halls 
management committee have been negotiating over a 
new contract under which the halls provides public toilets 
for car park users. Those negotiations broke up in 
acrominy when Councillor Mark Gage, chairman of the

halls announcing the closure of the toilets 
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Strategy and Policy Committee, alledgedly threatened to 
withdraw free parking permits for hall volunteers and 
events organisers. 

Halls chairman Stan Williams, a former long-serving 
town councillor and father of deputy mayor Anita 
Williams, condemned the threat as “outrageous” and that 
it would lead to the halls losing its volunteers together 
with reduced bookings. 

At tonight’s council meeting councillors will be asked 
to approve a new service agreement between the council 


and the halls in which it would seem that the threat to 
withdraw the permits has not materialised. 

The agreement states that the council will pay the halls 
£24,000 a year to operate the toilets and that 12 permits 
will be provideded for hall users and volunteers. 

However, the agreement also has a termination clause 
in which either party can give three months notice. 

Councillors and officials were surprised when they 
turned up for the Mayor’s Civic Night on Saturday to see 
a notice posted on the front door of the halls saying the 
toilets would be closed to the public on April 1st because 
the agreement “had not been finalised”. 

Town clerk Mike Lewis, who retitres on Thursday, said 
they had seen the notice but had not received an official 
communication from the 
halls management com¬ 
mittee. 

Not happy 

He confirmed that the 
terms of the agreement 
would be discussed at 
tonight’s council meeting. 

Mr Williams told the 
View from Lyme Regis ” “I 
will bo going to the meet¬ 
ing to argue our case. We 
are not happy with a three- 
month termination period. 
We were given free use of 
the parking area behind the 
halls as a permanent 
arrangement.” 

Mr Williams said that if 
an agreement was not 
forthcoming they would 
close the toilets to the pub¬ 
lic on April 1st and also 
turn off the electricity to 
the council parking metres, 
which the halls paid for, 
resulting in a loss of in¬ 
come over the Easter holi¬ 
day.

Macarena Galvez was born in the city of Arica, 
northern Chile. 

On graduating, she taught history and geogra¬ 
phy in secondary schools before coming to the 
UK in 2008 to study English. Here she met - and 
eventually married - Englishman Tim Styles, al¬ 
though Spanish custom means she still uses her 
own family name. 

Since moving to the South West, the 33-year- 
old has organised after-school Spanish clubs as 
well as hosting lessons for adults. She now hopes 
to expand her Spanish lessons in the Bridport 
area, where she now lives. 


• WHY is Spanish a good language to learn? 

Any language is good to learn.To learn a language gives 
the ability to understand another culture and step inside 
another vision of life. Spanish has become very popular 
to learn as a second language because it is the third 
most spoken language in the world after Mandarin and 
English. The Spanish language is very easy to learn and 
comes from Latin roots as well as English. Because of 
this, many words are the same. I always encourage peo¬ 
ple to give it a go and learn useful phrases for their hol¬ 
idays in Spain or Latin America. 

• WHAT do people get out of your lessons and 
classes? 

My students learn practical and useful phrases to per¬ 
form in different situations. I emphasise learning similar 
words so it is easier to remember. More experienced 
learners have the opportunity to interact with a native 
Spanish speaker. Another important thing is that I share 
my knowledge of native Latin culture and experience 
with my students. 

• HOW helpful is it to learn a second language? 

I have a degree in pedagogy (the study of teaching). I 
know that learning a second language helps to develop 
intellect and creativity, keeps the mind active, and con¬ 
tributes to your sense of self-worth, for example by en¬ 
abling you to order a meal at a tapas bar. Another 
benefit is the enhancement of multicultural understand¬ 
ing and tolerance in society. Any age is good for learning 
a language. 

• HOW important is language in understanding his¬ 
tory and geography? 

In terms of history and geography, language is very im¬ 
portant for one reason: language is culture. It is built up 
through our history by different people, cultures and na¬ 
tions. The interaction between local tongues and immi¬ 
gration brings a new way of communication and 
expressions which became an identity of a group, coun¬ 
try, nation or culture. 

• HOW has it been adjusting to British culture? 

Easier than a thought. People have been so welcoming, 



helpful, respectful and polite and I will be always thank¬ 
ful for that. 

• WHAT do you miss about Chile? 

Most of all my family, the sunny weather and food some¬ 
times. There is a typical dish called sweetcorn pie, which 
I love, and "guatia"an ancient cooking method which in¬ 
cludes lamb, sweetcorn, local potatoes, sweet potatoes 
and broad beans all cooked in a very hot oven with vol¬ 
canic rocks under the soil. 

# WHAT do you like most about living in South West 
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England? 

The coastline. The amazing views over the fields and the 
coast. Also I enjoy the long walks with my husband and 
our dog around the coastal path. Our favorite place is 
Seatown. 

• TELL us about Arica... 

Arica, the city of the forever spring, is a small city of 
120,000 people in the north of Chile. It is very close to 
the border of Peru which makes it very multicultural and 
cosmopolitan. It is in the Atacama dessert and has the 
oldest mummies in the world: 6,000 BC - even earlier 
than the Egyptians - thanks to the arid and salty geog¬ 
raphy. It is very popular for holiday makers who are look¬ 
ing for a nice trip to the Andes, sunshine all year around 
or a nice wave to surf in the Pacific ocean. 

• TELL us one thing a visitor to Arica should see... 

El Morro de Arica, which is a cliff and a natural fort in the 
center of the city. From the top you can see a panoramic 
view of the city, the Andes mountains, the Pacific ocean 
and the two amazing fertile valleys which makes Arica 
a beautiful oasis in the middle of the desert. 

• YOU moved from one coast to another - how do 
you feel about the sea? 

The sea is very important for me. I feel disorientated if it 
is not close. It is inspirational. 

• HOW did you meet your husband? 

We met in Brighton five years ago. I was an international 
student looking for a bedroom to let and I found him on 
Gumtree! It took quite a while for us to get together. 

• TEACH us a Chilean saying or expression... 
Huevdn (whevon, the stress is in the final syllable) - it 
has so many different meanings and contexts. Every¬ 
thing depends in your tone of voice. Huevdn is your 
dearest friend, it could be an idiot or someone stupid, 
or your super rival. I think is the most common word in 
Chile, it is part of our identity. 

• WHAT is your earliest memory? 

When my brother was born. I was three years old and I 
remember being in the clinic with my dad in the sitting 
area. It seems so clear even now. I think I was so excited 
for having a little brother that I was blessed with remem¬ 
bering it.

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Town clerk says his final farewells 


R ETIRING town clerk Mike Lewis gave his farewell 
speech at the Mayor’s annual Civic Night on Satur¬ 
day. 

Following a tribute by the Mayor of Lyme Regis, Coun¬ 
cillor Sally Holman, and a slideshow of photos, Mr Lewis, 
who has served as town clerk for 14 years, was presented 
with a Richard Austin photograph of Lyme Regis before 
making his final farewell in a humorous and emotional 
speech, printed in full below: 

“Thank you Sally for including my send off in your Civic 
Night and for the very kind words and especially for this 
wonderful reminder of the beautiful town that has been my 
life for so many years. 

“I would also like to thank Vickie for the photos both 
good and bad and Vickie and Zoe (admin staff) for working 
so hard helping Sally put this evening together. 

“That’s it! I have taken off the wig and gown for the last 
time. I remember the first time I had to wear them. I wasn’t 
even town clerk then - it was one of those periods when 
Lyme was, shall we say, between town clerks? 

“I was finance officer and I can’t remember what civic 
occasion it was. Anyway, I felt either an impostor or that I 
had joined the local amateur dramatic society without even 
having to do an audition! But it illustrated the point that 
the history and tradition in the civic life of the town has to 
go on - town clerk or no town clerk. 

“It took me a while, though, to be comfortable in the trap¬ 
pings of office and to actually enjoy this historic role. 

“I was at a town clerks’ meeting in Sherborne recently 
talking to Dennis Holmes, the Dorchester town clerk who 
is retiring in a couple of months, and he was saying that 
their records show that Dorchester has had a town clerk for 
approaching 400 years. I replied that Lyme could top that, 
as I have a copy in my office of the ‘Borough of Lyme 
Regis Town Clerk’s Oath’ dated 1573.1 will just read out

Six Charmouth councillors resign 


CHARMOUTH parish clerk Lisa Tuck has confirmed that 
six councillors have resigned following the appointment 
of a new works manager. 

In a statement read at last night's (Tuesday) annual 
parish meeting, chairman of the council, Mallory Hayter, 
said: "At the latter end of 2012, it was unanimously 
agreed, during the budgeting process, to appoint a new 
member of staff. 

"The new works manager would be responsible for 
managing the current outside staff, project work (negat¬ 
ing the need to employ specialised external building 


contractors), procurement and maintaining the council's 
health and safety policy. The recruitment process was 
agreed by council in December and unanimously rein¬ 
forced at the January meeting. This process was strictly 
adhered to. 

"If any parishioners have cause to believe that anything 
illegal has occurred, then the police should be informed 
or if they feel that there has been a breach of the Code 
of Conduct, then the monitoring officer at West Dorset 
District Council should be contacted." 


Government confirms Portland helicopter scrapped 


THE government has this week confirmed that the Portland 
Search and Rescue helicopter base at Portland will be 
scrapped as part of budget cuts. 

The news has bitterly disappointed Dorset MP Richard 
Drax, who has campaigned vigorously to keep the helicop¬ 
ter flying. 

He said that the Department for Transport decision was 
“utterly flawed”, adding: “The need for this helicopter has 


been proved many times over. When I read the Department 
for Transport’s press release I despaired. 

“We will fight on. I have to believe that in the end, they 
will see sense.” 

The helicopter is often called to emergencies in Lyme 
Regis. The Mayor, Councillor Sally Holman, and members 
of the Lyme Regis lifeboat crew, have previously expressed 
their support for the helicopter base to remain. 


Night of drama around villages 


POLICE were called to a number of connected inci¬ 
dents in and around Charmouth, starting with a car 
fire, just after midnight last Monday night. 

Police first received a call from a resident of Nut- 
combe Terrace, Charmouth, reporting that a car was 
on fire in the car park to the rear of the road. Char¬ 
mouth Fire Brigade attended the scene and extin¬ 
guished the fire but the car was badly damaged. 

Witnesses said a small white van had sped off from 
the scene shortly after the fire was started. 

At 12.40am, just as the fire crew was leaving, a re¬ 
port was received from Verriotts Lane in Morcombe- 
lake of strange activity and a barn fire starting. A 
white van was seen to leave by the witness. 

Two fire appliances attended and the blaze was ex¬ 
tinguished. Police carried out an area search for the 
white van. 

At 12.46am a police officer in a marked vehicle saw 
a white van in the area. He approached the driver on 


foot but the van sped off, colliding with the police car 
and causing extensive damage. 

The same white van was found in Whitchurch 
Canonicorum at 1.17am. It had crashed and was burn¬ 
ing, no one was inside. 

Fire crews attended and extinguished the fire. A 
search was carried out around the area for the driver, 
using a police dog, but no one was found. 

Police have the name of a man they would like to 
speak to regarding the incidents but at this time he 
remains at large.

the time being and his successors in the office of Town 
Clerk of and within the said Town, to the best of your cun¬ 
ning wit and skill.’ 

“There have indeed been many before me and hopefully 
there will be many after me. 

“The National Association of Local Councils carried out 
a survey a few years ago - parish and town clerks were 
asked to vote on whether the titles of town clerk or parish 
clerk were out of date or didn’t do justice to the role in 
some way? Some of my counterparts across the country 
opted for the rather grand title of chief executive, others 
town manager but I, like many, voted to retain the historic 
title of town clerk. In most towns there may well be several 
chief executives across different organisations but there is 
only one town clerk. There are no chief executives men¬ 
tioned in the Bible but there is indeed a town clerk, prob¬ 
ably some Pharisee was badgering him about dog’s mess, 
or holes in the road, but nevertheless he existed. 

“To be correct, in the relevant passage, he either, depend¬ 
ing which version of the New Testament you read, ‘quieted 
the multitude’ or, he ‘appeased the people’ - so the job de¬ 
scription hasn’t changed in 2,000 years! 

“For years I carried around a mental image of a possible 
Lyme Regis News headline: ‘Beleaguered town clerk re¬ 
signs’. Luckily it never got quite that bad! Still, no grey 
hair though you note! 

Not all about dressing up! 

“I promised Pip (Evans, View From editor) that I would 
manufacture a scandal in the last few months since notify¬ 
ing council of my intended retirement, but I couldn’t quite 
manage it -1 have still got four days though! 

“But it isn’t just about dressing up and taking part in pa¬ 
rades, the role here is different from that of most of the 
neighbouring town clerks in that we run a business as well 
as doing all the usual things that their councils do, like pro¬ 
viding parks, play areas and cemeteries. Because of their 
reliance on council tax they are quite concerned about the 
recent changes the government has made to the system. 

“That is not to say that we can afford to be complacent 
in Lyme, what has happened at Monmouth Beach this win¬ 
ter has reminded us of that. And like a lot of resorts, last 
year our revenue suffered from a combination of factors, 
where as up until then, Lyme had seemed to have escaped 
the worst of the recession at least. 

“But the town is fortunate in a lot of ways, including 
owning a considerable number of assets, which makes it 
all the more interesting for the job of town clerk, as senior 
officer of the organisation. This, together with the potential 
for more services being delivered locally in the future, I 
am sure, convinced John (Wright) to apply for the position, 
plus the fact that he is in more need of the wig than I am! 

“When asked what they want to be when they leave 
school, boys used to say things like astronaut or profes¬ 
sional footballer but not many would be dreaming of be¬ 
coming a town clerk. At that age too I didn’t know what a 
town clerk is, or does. Many people still probably ask that 
in Lyme, ‘what does he do for that exorbitant salary?’ 

“I am very pleased however to pass the mantle to John 
and congratulate him on his appointment. He has had to 
be a quick learner since joining the staff. Ever keen, ap¬ 
parently he has been seen evenings, up a ladder at Cobb 
Gate, filing my name off the clock! 



“When I was growing up, my dad was in engineering and 
we moved around the country - Devon, Scotland and fi¬ 
nally Kent for many years before returning to my West 
Country roots. Consequently, I didn’t have much of a sense 
of belonging anywhere even in the town of my birth, Honi- 
ton. 

“Viv (his wife) was bom and bred in Lyme Regis and al¬ 
though she has travelled there is no doubt in her mind about 
where her heart belongs. 

“So I don’t believe I knew the meaning of the word ‘com¬ 
munity’ until I came to Lyme and one of the key strengths 
of the town is its many local organisations and the willing¬ 
ness of people to give up their time for others. 

“So it has given me great satisfaction, on behalf of the 
council, to be in a position not just to help organisations 
with the normal use of council facilities but also longer 
term arrangements to ensure that key organisations have 
premises. But especially when the town council has been 
able to step in at times of financial crisis for clubs and local 
organisations and was able to help. 

“In my time with the council I have served 11 different 
mayors, sadly several of those are no longer with us and 
we particularly remember Barbara (Austin) this evening, 
but their efforts, and those of all the other councillors over 
the years, have not always been appreciated by the public 
they represent, but I firmly believe that democracy is best 
served at its most local level. 

“I know it’s almost expected, in this situation, to say that 
I couldn’t have done the job without the support of the rest 
of the team. But it is true, whether it’s John and the girls in 
the office, or Elliott (Herbert, works supervisor) and the 
gang looking after everything outside, they have always 
responded magnificently to whatever was needed. Some 
of the faces may have changed over the years but not the 
commitment. 

“Forever etched into my memory, is the day the coach 
smashed into our offices. Owen (Lovell) was mayor at the 
time. Barry (Trott, head groundsman) and the guys came 
flying down the town in the truck, fearing the worst. For¬ 
tunately everybody was OK, bit shaken, but things had to 
be moved to safety and the guys stayed all day into the 
evening clearing up the mess. Later on when it was quiet, 
we stood outside the TIC with Owen, surveying the sorry 
scene of the damage to the Guildhall and passing round a 
bottle of whisky. 

“Finally, although unfortunately I am not the town clerk 
at home, I would like to pay tribute to Viv, for so many 
things since we have been together, but especially, through 
her support, for making it possible for me to do this job. 

“And to you all, it’s been a privilege to be your town 
clerk. Thank you.”

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Local ichthyosaur skull the latest 
addition to museum's collection 


Town councillors vote against 
illuminated signs application 


LYME Regis Museum has announced the arrival of its 
latest fossil - the Lyme Bay Ichthyosaur. 

The museum has acquired the fossilised head of the 
impressive Jurassic predator - a large dolphin-like rep¬ 
tile that swam the warm seas of prehistoric Dorset. 

The skull measures over 1.5 metres long and pos¬ 
sessed a formidable armoury of razor sharp teeth. 

Lyme Regis is the home of palaeontology and the 
place where Britain's greatest fossil hunter, Mary An- 
ning, discovered the first ichthyosaur and plesiosaur 
in the early 19th century. 

Museum director David Tucker said: "This species of 
ichthyosaur, called Temnodontosaurus platydon is the 
same species as the first great ichthyosaur discovered 
by Mary Anning 200 years ago. 

"Mary Anning's fossil is in the Natural History Mu¬ 
seum, and Lyme Regis has waited two centuries to ob¬ 
tain a similar, large specimen. 

"The fossil was discovered within metres of the mu¬ 
seum. It's important that museums along the Jurassic 
Coast are able to display the amazing fossil treasures 
that are still being found along the coast". 

The fossil was found by local collector, Mike Harrison, 
and was purchased for the museum with the support 
of the Heritage Lottery Fund and Prism Grant Fund. 

Lyme Regis Museum is built on the site of Mary An¬ 
ning's house and was founded in 1902 by the family

TOWN councillors have recommended refusal of plans 
for illuminated signage outside the Lyme Regis branch 
of Lloyds Bank.

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I WAS very saddened to learn of Chris' untimely death. 

I have been fortunate to have played with some very fine 
golfers over these past 60 years but none possessed a more 
natural talent than Chris. As a pupil at Woodroffe, in the 
late 60s and early 70s, he never enjoyed robust health so 
it was suggested he try golf rather than the usual team 
games. 

At the time I ran a successful school team and played 
many, many rounds with Chris. Within a year he was a 
Category One golfer. He had a lovely, languidly, fluid 
swing, the sort that is never seen in these heavily coached 
days. 

He was very slight (in the photograph above he is third 
from the right), yet could generate enormous power with 
a beautiful hand action. 

I have many vivid memories of his mastery of the golf 
ball. Once, “for a laugh”, he drove the 9th green with his 
Golden Goose putter. He regularly hit the ball past the tree 
at the 1st, now the 10th with his 2 iron. 

He was my foursomes partner in the Beckford Bowl 
team and was capable of astonishing bursts of scoring. I 
played with him in the Yeovil Invitation Four Ball com¬ 
petition, when we had a 63. On that day Chris played the

first nine holes in 29 shots. 

Whilst still a school boy he played for the full Dorset 
Men’s Team, almost unheard of that time when county 
golf teams were made up of men in their 30s and 40s. Yet 
it meant very little to him, he was the most self-effacing, 
modest boy imaginable. 

In all the games I had with him, or watched him play, 
never once did he loose his temper. He gave up the game 
whilst still a very young man, probably mystified why so 
many considered it such a difficult sport to master. He 
was a very fine table tennis player, and most talented 
draughtsman and artist. 

Of all the boys I taught, at Woodoffe, over 25 years, none 
made a greater impression.

In the afternoon, chief

The event promoted 
the need to improve

Lyme Regis Dramatic Society success and surely another 
NODA award will soon be winging its way to Lyme. 

“Local Affairs” is a gentle comedy set in three identical 
houses on a new suburban estate, occupied by three very dif¬ 
fering couples who are overwhelmed by intrusions from an 
interfering mother-in-law from hell, marvellously played by 
Anne King, who deployed all her experience on the local 
stage to inflict the maximum mayhem in the households of 
her long-suffering son, 
David, and his not-up-to 
scratch second wife Hilary 
and their neighbours. 

One could not help but feel 
anything but sorrow for 
David and Hilary, portrayed 
by Lred Humphrey and Linda 
Crawford. Lred has an en¬ 
dearing understated style 
which extracted maximum 
sympathy from the audience 
and Linda injected just the 
right balance of sarcasm and 
anger in dealing with a 
mother-in-law who rarely 
missed the opportunity of 
highlighting her inadequate 
wifely qualities. 

One of the suburban boxes 
was occupied by the irascible 
Dr Charles Prentice, bril¬ 
liantly portrayed by Chris 
Knight, another experienced 
stage performer but a fairly 
new face in Lyme . and wife 
Norma, 

Chris demonstrated his pen¬ 


chant for comedy in “Tons of 
Money” and as the grumpy 
Dr Prentice, who could not 
make up his mind what cos¬ 
tume to wear to a fancy dress 
party, ending up as a mousta¬ 
chioed Marlene Deitrich, 

Chris’comedic timing was 
faultless and he had the audi¬ 
ence in fits every time he en¬ 
tered the stage - and 
especially when he crossed 
his legs in one unforgettable 
scene! 

Wife Norma, delightfully 
portrayed by Hazel Cawte, 
another society regular in re¬ 
cent times, demonstrated an 
imposing stage presence in 
dealing with her sulky hus¬ 
band whose doctoring skills 
were as questionable as his 
fashion sense. 

The third house on the es¬ 
tate was occupied by Susan and Keith Bishop, who failed to 
make the most of a weekend without their twins. Newcomer 
to the society Nicky Hinton can feel well pleased with her 
debut performance on the Lyme stage as she craved the at¬ 
tention of her bike-crazy husband who seemed more inter¬ 
ested in exploring the loft rather than an amorous lie-in. 

Andy Penman, playing his third role for the society, was 
wholly believable as the freight manager from Heathrow air¬ 
port whose biker image was enhanced by a pony tail, high- 
impact tattoos and a glorious West Midlands accent. 

An undoubted highlight of the production was the appear¬ 
ance of Steve Knight, experienced on the East Devon stage 
but playing his first role for the Lyme society.

The cast was completed by Pam Ladd who called on her 
30 years experience in musical comedy with a bubbly por¬ 
trayal of the Bishop’s saucy friend who ended making the 
most of the amorous doctor’s over-attentive bedside manner.

In 2011 Adrian completed the half marathon in one 
hour, 56 minutes but says this time it will be “much 
more of a challenge”, physically and because he is 
now partially sighted. 

Paul said: “The physical challenge is immense. 
Adrian has been running for years but the treatment 
has had devastating effects on his fitness.” 

But Adrian said he is “up for the challenge and look¬ 
ing forward to it”. 

The pair have been training a couple of times per 
week and hope to step up their efforts as the weather 
improves over summer. 

The team do not have a specific target to raise but 
have already received donations of £500. 

Adrian said: “I am absolutely humbled by the sup¬ 
port that everyone has given to the cause, in particular 
my wife and family and good friends like Paul. 

“I’m so grateful to anybody who feels they wish to 
donate.”

THE welcome and information point in the Jubilee 
Pavilion, Lyme Regis, reopens to visitors for the sea¬ 
son on Good Friday, March 29th.

Need to consider safety issues 
before acting on one-way system 


■ SINCE Councillor Owen Lovell has kicked off open 
season for risking being misunderstood as rude, I am 
tempted to join in, while wanting to be clear that I am sure 
he didn't mean to be! 

He has said (“One way system in Church Street?”, View 
from Lyme Regis, March 20th) that if a one-way system 
was put in place there "might be some screaming and 
shouting because people on Anning Road and Woodmead 
Road wouldn't want all the traffic". 

Would it be similarly okay, or again perhaps risk being 
misunderstood, to call Councillor Williams' contribution 
to the debate incomprehensible gobbledygook? 

She has been quoted as saying: "Lyme doesn't have the 
roads for a one-way system, we need another road. We 
don't have that but what we do have doesn't work any¬ 
more either. I think there would be problems but I don't 
think they would be as severe as the problems we have at 
the moment. Problems from doing something radical will 
never be worse than the problems we have now, which 
are the dangers to pedestrians and other road users." 

I hasten to add that those are not words I would use to 
describe Councillor Williams' public musings. 

When an earlier attempt was made to “do something” 
about traffic, the development trust, in its very early days, 
commissioned analysis and ideas from a traffic consult¬ 
ant. Lots of people then, including me, thought a one-way 
system was a promising option. I suggested one round 


Silver Street, Pound Road and Pound Lane. 

But I dropped the idea when someone who had looked 
at evidence a lot more than me pointed out that one-way 
systems increased speeds, and that increased speeds 
meant increased dangers to pedestrians and other road 
users. 

In the case of the current proposal (if that is not too 
grand a word), the resulting Woodmead-Anning-Church- 
Broad-Silver race track would increase dangers... not only 
by taking increased amounts of traffic up at least two 
roads (one of them without a footpath at a pinchpoint) 
that are heavily used by children getting to and from two 
schools, but also by increasing speeds on those roads. 

So, what to make of Councillor Williams' thoughts? In 
seeming to be willing to make judgements about safety, 
without considering the facts of all the possible hypothet¬ 
ical circumstances she thinks are better than what we have 
now, the term “reckless” comes to mind. In suggesting 
something that would seem to exacerbate a danger that 
she identifies, the terms “self-contradictory” and “dan¬ 
gerous” also seem appropriate. 

Perhaps Councillor Lovell would be willing to give me 
some feedback on whether this letter is “screaming and 
shouting”, or calm reasoning about safety?

Town can 'save'Whistler's Wood 


■ AS reported on page 5 of last week’s paper {View From 
Lyme Regis, March 20th), the future of this unique strip 
of woodland in the heart of Lyme still hangs in the bal¬ 
ance - despite its contribution to Lyme’s coveted Con¬ 
servation Area. 

The towering crowns of ash, sycamore, beech, and lime 
trees are visible from many vantage-points, but the inte¬ 
rior of the woodland remains a hidden gem. Most people 
will never have asked themselves where the trees are ac¬ 
tually rooted, or how they have room to spread their 
handsome crowns - nor what they contribute to Lyme’s 
birdlife, butterflies, and moths. 

Take a look from the top of Broad Street, or above the 
library, or from Anning Road across the playing field, and 
you can’t miss the bushy mass of the treetops. 

In a Conservation Area, by law any development must 
“preserve and enhance” the area. In the case of woodland, 
this clearly means that the buildings must not bring about 
degradation of the site, either in terms of gradual cutting 
of the trees or by stifling regeneration, i.e. new planting 
as older trees gradually decline. 

But how can building two houses, one of them substan¬ 
tial, in a narrow woodland preserve and enhance it, when 
in total they will result in a full third of the site going 
under various man-made materials (houses, chipping- 
covered areas with planters, parking and turning areas)? 

The applicants claim that a trust will fully protect the 
woodland that remains around the “island freeholds” con¬ 
taining the houses, and that this trust will be able to with¬ 
stand any degradation of the trees that the householders 
might be tempted to want, e.g. cutting back to let in more 
light. 


It’s not likely that successions of owners will happily 
exist under 30-40 metre forest trees without ever wishing 
to lop the branches that drop leaves in their gutters, or 
bring cars up to the top house (say if a householder got 
old or ill), or simply make their houses look that bit more 
attractive to would-be buyers when they need to sell! 

My parents loved and looked after this woodland for 
the quarter-century that they owned it. My father drew 
inspiration for his glass-engravings from it, and his heart¬ 
felt wish, which was frustrated, was to give it to Lyme 
when our family had to leave. I would love the people of 
Lyme to have the chance to get to know this magic place 
as I knew it. 

It will be immeasurably sad if it simply becomes narrow 
strips of trees, around and between two houses and their 
carpark, no longer a woodland in its own right or a haven 
for nesting birds. It could be saved - there are people will¬ 
ing to buy it so schoolchildren can study there and towns¬ 
people enjoy it at particular times. But it seems it all 
hangs by a thread, dependent on whether West Dorset 
councillors - who after much debate on March 14th de¬ 
clined to approve the proposal without a site visit - take 
the Conservation Area seriously enough. 

I urge people who love the beauty of Lyme to try to save 
the wood, tell the newspaper what you think, or write to 
Lyme’s representatives on the West Dorset planning com¬ 
mittee, George Symonds and Daryl Turner, to ask them 
to defend the Conservation Area and save this unique 
asset for the town.

fast that the company is now hav¬ 
ing to build a much bigger brew¬ 
ery in order to keep up with 
demand. 

Although overall UK beer sales 
have fallen by 15% since 2008 and 
were down last year by 5.3%, the 
Town Mill Brewery's sales rocketed 
by 95% in 2012. 

That's almost 10 times the aver¬ 
age sales increase of 9.7% 
recorded by the Society for Inde¬ 
pendent Brewers for 2011 -2012. 

No wonder that as the brewery 
marks its third birthday this Easter 
its local founders are now saying 
"cheers" to a bright idea which, as 
director Julian Shaw puts it, was 
"the sort of thing that you talk 
about if you've had a few pints". 

Although The Cobb remains 
Lyme's iconic symbol, the Town 
Mill Brewery's Cobb Ale is putting 
the town on wider maps - with the 
Lyme brand beer and its cellar 
mates Black Ven, Lyme Gold and 
Town Mill Best having sold to 166 
pubs and 93 shops throughout the 
West Country. 

"We sold a total of 80,000 pints 
last year," said sales director Allan 
Swannell, "our only problem has 
been the lack of space to make 
more beer at the Town Mill." 

Any issue there has now been re¬ 
solved with expansion to a new 
brewhouse on George Eyre's Sad- 
borow Estate at nearby Thorn- 
combe. 

At 10 times the space of the ex¬ 
isting Town Mill site, the new 
brewhouse gives the brewery the 
capacity to expand to a potential 



14,000 pints per week. 

But growth is not to be at the 
cost of master brewer Rainer Dres- 
selhaus's dedicated care and at¬ 
tention to the distinctive taste of 
the local ales that thousands of 
beer-drinkers are clearly clamour¬ 
ing for. 

"We take a green approach 
which is key to our strategy," said 
Mr Swannell, "At the Sadborow 
Brewhouse the water for the beer 
comes from a natural spring on 
the estate and it is heated by a 
wood-burning stove that uses 
wood from the estate. The new 
brewery will produce more beer at 
much lower cost." 

Back at the Mill yard where the 
brewery and beer shop has be¬ 



come one of Lyme's most interest¬ 
ing attractions, business is so 
bustling that the shop is now 
open seven days a week as hun¬ 
dreds of visitors come to buy 
Lyme beers by the swing-top bot¬ 
tle, carry case, jug and, for party 
planners, 5, 10 and 20 litre polyp¬ 
ins and 72-pint firkins. 

"We have fascinated customers 
visiting from around Britain and 
all over the world," said brewery 
manager Richard Surtees. 

"They feel that we're adding to 
Lyme's charm and character and 
they are loving the beer." 

Besides the lure of the variety of 
ale and porter, the Town Mill 
Brewery is also drawing crowds 
for its range of Dorset Nectar cider 
and a unique line of chutneys and 
mustards that are made with the 
award-winning real beer. 

"The mustards and chutneys are 
selling out almost as soon as 
they're in the shop", said Mr Sur¬ 
tees. 

But it is the Lyme brand beer 
that promises the best return for 
investors looking to back the new 
'localism economics' in its most 
attractive example of growth. 
With future plans including team¬ 
ing up with the Town Mill Cafe so 
that visitors can enjoy fresh, real 
beer with a meal in the Mill Yard, 
sales manager Penny Corp-Palmer 
finding new trade business and 
their cask beers reaching still fur¬ 
ther markets, The Town Mill Brew¬ 
ery looks to be business with a 
good head on it.

Are small business employers in the South West ready for automatic enrolment of pensions? 


A RECENT report on automatic enrolment for 
pensions from The National Employment Savings 
Trust (NEST) has revealed that so far less than half 
of employers with under 5,000 employees have 
confirmed their pension provider. 

Chartered Accountant Robert Stone, from llmin- 
ster in Somerset, is concerned that small business 
employers have not given themselves enough 
time to prepare for their enrolment dates, which 
are staged between June 2015 and April 2017. 
"Those dates may seem a long way off," said 
Robert Stone, "but too many small businesses are 
still largely ignorant of what they have to do to 
comply." 

Automatic Enrolment is a new law that came 
into force in October 2012. It means every em¬ 
ployer must enrol employees aged between 22 
and state pension age, who work in the UK and 
earn over £8,105 a year, into a workplace pension 
scheme. 

Employers will have to formally assess their em¬ 
ployees to decide who must be enrolled. Employ¬ 
ees can opt out, but they must be automatically 
enrolled back in at regular intervals, usually every 
three years. All employers will have to provide 
workers with a workplace pension scheme by law 
over the next few years. 

When does Automatic Enrolment start? 

The staging date for pensions automatic enrol¬ 
ment for each employer is based on the number 
of people in its PAYE scheme on 1 April 2012. The 
larger the employer's PAYE scheme, the earlier the 
staging date, with the first staging date being 1 


October 2012 for employers with 120,000 or 
more. Employers with fewer than 50 employees 
will have staging dates between June 2015 and 
April 2017. 

What happens on the staging date? 

From their staging date onwards, employers 
must automatically enrol eligible employees in a 
pension scheme when they reach the income tax 
threshold (£8105 for 2012/13), but contributions 
will be based on any earnings over the employee 
threshold for national insurance contributions 
(£5564 for 2012/13). 

How much will employers 
have to contribute? 

The contribution rate for workplace pension 
schemes is being phased in between 1 October 
2012 and 1 October 2018. There is a transitional 
period for contribution rates leading up to 1 Oc¬ 
tober 2018. For employers, this will be a contribu¬ 
tion rate of 1% up to 30 September 2017, 2% 
between 1 October 2017 and 30 September 
2018, and 3% after that. Broadly speaking, the 
total minimum contribution required from 1 Oc¬ 
tober 2018 will be 8% of a specified band 

of earnings, comprising an employer contribu¬ 
tion (3%), an employee contribution (4%) and tax 
relief (1%). 

What steps should employers 
take now? 

Employers should: 

• Check their staging date. 

• If they have an existing pension scheme, they 
should find out whether it will qualify for auto¬

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enrolment. *Start to budget for the cost of the 
contributions they will have to make.

Starting up a business, a guide from GOV.UK 


Start with an idea 

IF YOU'RE thinking of starting up a busi¬ 
ness, you'll first need to come up with a re¬ 
alistic idea that you can turn into a product 
or service. Find local support, including 
help with developing business ideas, on 
the National Enterprise Network website. 

Register your idea 

You might have already come up with an 
idea for a business you think there's a mar¬ 
ket for, or invented something you think 
people will want to buy. Find out how to 
register your idea to make sure nobody 
copies it without your permission. 

Turn your idea into a business 

1. Research your market - identify poten¬ 
tial customers. Talk to them and find out if 


your idea is meeting a real need. 

2. Develop and plan - test your product 
or service with real customers, make 
changes, and test it again. Keep doing this 
until you're sure there's a demand for it. 

3. Find partners and suppliers - think 
about who you're going to work with to 
develop and sell your idea. 

4. Set up your business - work out which 
legal structure is right for you, and whether 
you want to sell shares. 

5. Get funding - explore different sources 
of business finance, from bank loans to 
government-backed schemes. 

If you're unemployed, you might be able 
to get support and financial help from Job- 
centre Plus.

Part 2: Research your market 

Test your business idea with potential 
customers to check if there's real demand 
for what you're planning to sell. This lets 
you find out about any problems and fix 
them before you've wasted too much time, 
effort and money. 

Watch a video on researching your mar¬ 
ket to understand your customers'needs. 

1. Identify potential customers. Talk to 
them and find out about their needs. 

2. If you can, make a basic version of your 
product or service (a'prototype'). Work out 
the cheapest and quickest way of making 
something that lets you find out if you're 
meeting a real customer need. 

3. Test it with them and get feedback. 
Find out what they'd be willing to pay for 
it. Try out different prices with different cus¬ 
tomers in a consistent, realistic way to see 
what people will really pay. Can you make 
enough money for a return on your invest¬ 
ment? 

4. If there are other businesses compet¬ 
ing for your market, think about what will 
make you different. Can you provide some¬ 
thing better than what's already available? 

Example 

If you're in retail you could try different 
opening hours or home delivery. You could 
aim for a specific group of customers who 
aren't being targeted by other businesses

(a 'market niche'), make something that's 
easier to use than competitors'products, or 
meet a customer need by solving a prob¬ 
lem that nobody's ever solved before. 

If you're starting a retail business, think 
about testing your idea by taking a short¬ 
term lease on premises for a few weeks or 
months. Watch videos on choosing your 
business premises, and deciding whether 
to rent or buy. 

Part 3: Develop and plan 

Develop and change your idea based on 
what you've found out about your cus¬ 
tomers' needs before investing. Deal with 
any problems you've found with your 
product or service, including the way 
you're planning to make and sell it. 

Go back to your customers and test 
again. 

Keep doing this until you're confident 
that they'll be willing to pay what you're 
asking, and that you're meeting their 
needs. 

If there's no real demand for your idea, 
think about changing it completely. Is there 
another product, service or market that 
uses your skills and resources in a different 
way? 

Write a business plan 

A business plan is a good way to sum up: 

• the customer need you're aiming to meet 

• how your business will meet that need 
while making a profit 

It should clearly show the results of your 
customer research, and that you're able to 
explain how you can turn your idea into vi¬ 
able business before you invest lots of time 
and money. 

Your plan can also be a very helpful tool 
to convince other people of the value of 
your business.This includes potential part¬ 
ners and sources of funding. 

Part 4: Find partners and suppliers 
Many businesses start with just one per¬ 
son, known as a'sole trader! If you set up as 
a sole trader you'll be self-employed, which 


means you'll be your own boss. 

You'll also be responsible for: 

• managing your own time 

• looking after all of your company's admin 
and accounts 

• taking risks with your own money, partic¬ 
ularly if you're leaving full-time employ¬ 
ment 

Whether you set up as a sole trader, part¬ 
nership or limited company, your business 
is likely to involve working with more peo¬ 
ple to develop and sell your idea - includ¬ 
ing partners, suppliers and distributors. 

Partners 

Finding a co-founder with relevant skills 
and knowledge that are different to yours 
lets you focus on what you're best at. 

For example, you might be selling a 
product you invented, or a service that uses 
a particular skill or talent you have, but not 
have any hands-on experience of running 
a business. If so, you might want to work 
with someone who has business and man¬ 
agement skills, and can look after things 
like financial planning and recruitment. 

Consider working with several partners 


in a team. You'll be able to share responsi¬ 
bilities including risk, getting funding, ex¬ 
pertise and sharing contacts. 

Suppliers 

Whether you're making a product and 
you need raw materials, or supplies and 
equipment to run your service, many busi¬ 
nesses need to work closely with suppliers. 

Search online and talk to other busi¬ 
nesses. Draw up a list of potential suppliers. 
Get estimates, then go and talk to them so 
you can: 

• negotiate prices 

• start to develop relationships 

• get a sense of which suppliers are reliable 
and trustworthy 

You'll need to agree on payment terms 
with your suppliers, and get them in writ¬ 
ing. This includes your'trade credit' period 
(how many days you agree to pay invoices 
within), and whether they can offer you 
discounts for things like buying in bulk or 
quick payments. 

You'll also need to find suppliers for the 
equipment you'll need to run your

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business, including your IT systems. 

Getting your product to market 

If you're planning to sell your product in 
shops and expand outside of your local 
area, you'll need to work with a distributor. 
If you're selling overseas, consider [working 
with a freight forwarderj/freight-forward- 
ing-moving-goods "Freight forwarders: 
moving goods") who can deal with export¬ 
ing your goods. 

Build a website 

You can also attract customers and in¬ 
crease awareness by setting up a website 
for your business. Search online for re¬ 
sources, as well as local web design and de¬ 
velopment companies you can work with. 

You may also be able to sell your product 
or service directly through your website. 

Part 5: Set up your business 


You'll need to decide which legal struc¬ 
ture is right for your business before you 
register and start trading. 

It's important to understand the different 
risks and benefits before you choose - 
whetheryou set up as a sole trader, limited 
company or partnership affects: 

• the amount of financial risk you're taking 
on 

• the way you'll need to pay tax, and report 
to HM Revenue & Customs (HMRC) and 
Companies House (for limited companies 
and some types of partnership) 

• how much control you have over how 
your business is run 

Employing people 

If you'll need extra help or people with 
specific skills to run your business, you 
might decide to take on employees. Find 


out about your legal responsibilities as an 
employer, including things like pay, tax and 
insurance, before you start employing staff. 

You'll need to register as an employer 
with HMRC if you want to employ people, 
even if you're a sole trader. 

Other responsibilities 
Even if you're not employing people, you'll 
need to get insurance for your 
business.Find an authorised insurer on 
the British Insurance Brokers'Association 
(BIBA) website. Depending on the type 
of activities your business is involved in, 
you might need to get certain licences 
and permits. Use the licence finder tool 
to find out which licenses and permits 
you need to get. 

Working with advisers 

Make sure you get an estimate from 
any advisers you work with, and agree in 
advance what they will do. 

Some advisers will charge an hourly 
fee, and others may offer a fixed price for 
a piece of work. It's always worth getting 
several quotes before you decide who to 
use, so you can compare prices and 
make sure you'll be able to work well to¬ 
gether. 

Accountants 

An accountant can help with things 
like financial advice and managing 
growth. You can also appoint them as an 
'agent'to deal with your tax affairs, sub¬ 
mit your VAT returns and deal with HM 
Revenue & Customs (HMRC) on your be¬ 


half. 

Legal advisers 

You should also consider getting legal 
advice when setting up your business. 
This is particularly important if you want 
to sell shares. 

Part 6: Get funding 

When you start a business, there'll usu¬ 
ally be period when you're investing lots 
of time, effort and money before you 
start making a profit. It's important to re¬ 
search your market to make sure your 
customers will really pay for your prod¬ 
uct or service before you do this. 

Once you're confident that they will, 
you should explore different sources of 
funding to help with the costs of starting 
up your business. 

Government schemes 

If you need some initial funding to test 
and develop your business idea, you 
might be able to get help from a govern¬ 
ment-backed support scheme. 

Get a bank loan 

Once you can show that there's a mar¬ 
ket for your idea, one option for funding 
your start-up costs is getting a bank loan. 
You'll need to be able to: 

• give the bank realistic cash flow fore¬ 
casts 

• prove that you'll be able to pay back 
the loan with interest 

The bank might require you to provide 
security against your loan, like your 
house or car, in case you don't repay. You 


should think carefully about how much 
risk you're willing to take on before you get 
a loan or give any personal guarantees. 

Selling shares 

If you need more investment, you might 
be able to raise money to fund your growth 
plan by selling shares in your business. You 
can do this by getting friends and family to 
invest. However, if this isn't enough you can 
look for sources of'equity funding', includ¬ 
ing: 

•'business angels'(wealthy individuals who 
invest in start-up businesses) 

• 'venture capital'from companies who in¬ 
vest large sums of money in businesses that 
they think will grow quickly (known as'pri¬ 
vate equity'companies) 

•'crowdfunding' (where a large group of 
people invest money in a business idea, 
usually via the internet) 

• alternative sources of funding like'peer-to- 


peer lending' 

Any outside investors will own the com¬ 
pany jointly with you and the other 
founders.They have a say in the running of 
the company, and are entitled to get a 
share of the profits, known as'dividends'. 

You should get legal advice before sell¬ 
ing shares in your business. 

Search for equity funding 
Find out about equity funding and ven¬ 
ture capital, and search for sources of fund¬ 
ing from the: 

• British Private Equity & Venture Capital 
Association (BVCA) 

• UK Business Angels Association 

• Next Generation Finance Consortium 
(NGFC) 

You can also sign up for the Seed Enter¬ 
prise Investment Scheme - your investors 
will get certain tax reliefs, making your 
company more attractive to investment.

FRIENDS of Lyme 
Regis's acclaimed 
artist Hugh Dunford

Dovell to the rescue as Bees run continues

BRIDPORT FC manager Trevor Senior 
saluted Ryan Dovell after his two goals 
rescued a point against Winterbourne 
United last Tuesday. 

The 32 year-old striker notched his 
14th and 15th league goals of the sea¬ 
son to extend the Bees current un¬ 
beaten run to six games. 

Dovell has had to forage up front in 
the main on his own, with both Sam 
Charles and Tom Richardson sidelined 
all season, and with Dan Wise's goal tally 
way down on normal, a lot has rested on 
the postman to get the goals.

They worked hard and caught us nap¬ 
ping and were in our faces, and we 
probably did well to show a bit of char¬ 
acter to gain a point.
